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INFORMATION FOR VETERANS 
» INTERESTED IN FARMING 


Veterans who want to farm will find county, State, and 
Federal representatives ready to help them. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture, through the Coop- 
erative Agricultural Extension Service, has set up an 
advisory group or committee in each agricultural county to 
help veterans who are interested in farming. These com- 
mittees are prepared to offer advice on the type or types of 
farming suitable to the different areas within a given 
county, amount of capital required, safe margins of indebt- 
edness, sources of credit, size of farms necessary to main- 
tain a satisfactory standard of living; desirable partnership 
agreements and leasing arrangements; sound operating 
practices, and similar matters. Where possible, the number 
and types of farming opportunities in each county are 
made available to interested veterans. The committees 
can be contacted through county agricultural agents whose 
offices are usually located at the county seat. 


County agricultural agents serve as points of contact for 
returning veterans who are interested in farming and are 
the connecting link between the agricultural advisory com- 
mittees and Selective Service. Local Selective Service 
Boards have been requested to refer agriculturally inclined 
vets to the county agent. 


State agricultural colleges in the United States are pre- 
pared to offer regular and short courses especially suited to 
veterans. Regular and special publications of the State 
experiment stations and the extension services on agricul- 
tural conditions within the State are also available upon 
request to the experiment station or the State extension 
office. | 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture in Washington, 
D. C., can supply information on the various types and 
phases of farming in the United States. It has also pre- 
pared a number of publications of special interest to vet- 
erans who want to farm, a list of which appears on page 20,
